perado Wnii tliv Ontcome of a De- 
liberate Harder Committed br Oar 
Of Bla Gaas of Oatlawa. 

"In the little town of Round Rock, in 
Wllllninson county, Tex., not piore 
than 30 miles distant from Austin, re- 
poM the remains of one of the most 
dMperat* highwaymen that ever oper- 
ftttd In our MctioD." lald Mr. I. N. 
€)r6cker of tb« Lone Star State to a re- 
porter. 

"It was In the spring of 1878 that 
Sam Bass met bis fate In this sleepy 
little town, and when be died with his 
boots on tho loathweat was rid of a 
criminal who was easily the peer of 
Jesse James, though he hadn't quite as 
long a run ns that noted outlaw. Bass 
was a product of Michigan— at least, 
his sister, a gentle girl, came down 
from some town in that state tb see 
that his body was decently Interred. 

"Bass had collected about him a com- 
pany of as hardened thieves as ever 
euglneered a hold up. The gnu;; had 
robbed a numl)er of trains In Missouri 
and Arkansas and concluded they 
would make one more good haul in 
Texltf before YIding across the border 
Into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay lu retlronient for a seiisou. 

"Rass had planned the looting of the 
only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
|ob and doubtless a better paying one 
than tackling a train, which feat had 
been performed too often to be tbor- 
ougbly safe. By chanfling Ids pro- 
gramme to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and less risk. 

"So on that lovely morning In May 
when he and his fellow thieves rode 
into the unsusplclbus town they 
chuckled to think what an easy Job it 
would l)o to ti'ansfcr the bank's cash to 
their pockets. So thoroiijihly certain 
were they of getting off with the 
(dunder that they were in no baste 
* about tb* oaatter. One wanted to get a 
shat*. another went into a restaorant 
and so they scattered singly over the 
place, but there was an undorstandlug 
as to the time of attack, and a rendez- 
T0U8 was fixed upon. 

"Meanwhile, unknown to the bandits, 
a M^lUUl of mounted Texas rangers had 
bMO pressing hard upon tb« trail of 
tliV'iMUl' men. and wttbin an bom' after 
tiM Bass outfit entered Round Rock 
Sergeant Dick Ware, with eight or ten 
rangers, also reached the scene. lie 
wMn't aware of the presence of the 
robbm. nor did tUty drMim that the 
offlcers of the law were In that vicinity. 
Neither did any dtisen of the towfa 
have the remotest Uft-a of the identity 
of certain rough looking men, strangers 
IB tb* plaos. But they might be cow- 
bojH firoi;) some distant west Texas 
e|ittl» ranieb, for tb* presence of such 
im too common to occasion ntrtlce. 

"The climax came quite by accident. 
One of the ruHians who liad saiinti-red 
into a store to make a few purchases. 
In reaching for liis purse to make pay- 
ment, disclosed a big Colt's revolver. 
Tbs Texas law against carrying guus 
was strict, and it so happened that the 
man who f.iw the weapon was none 
other than the town marshal, as brave 
a fellow as ever lived. Be walked up 
to the desperado and said quite cour- 
teously: 

" 'My friend. I'll bAvs to rellOTe you 
ot ttmt n^fbattr' 

" 'ini give It to you, then,' said the 
robber with an oath, and In a second 
had drawn bis weapon and flred upon 
tbs marshal, wb^-MI dead at the r»- 
■ porC 

'**|)fpon this the robber rushed out of 
tbs store, and immedtlately his com- 
rades came mnnini to til* spot, but no 

faster than did the rangers with their 
Winchesters, ready for action. In a 
second It seemcU as If both sides had 
the situation revealed, and the robbers 
turjisd to run to where tbeir horses 
stood tied, a block from where the 
murder of the marshal oecurrsd. Be- 
fore he had run 60 yards Diek Wars 
had sent a bullet Into tbs bead of 
Barnes. Bass' lleuteoaat, wUdl laid 
the highwayman low. 

^ass. mortally wounded, managed 
to g»t upon bis borse. which he urged 
to breakneck speed. The animal ran 
for about three miles till he reached 
the open i)ralrle and stopped to grase. 
As he did so his rider, tinaiile to sit 
longer in the saddle from loss of blood, 
fell to the ground. 

"When they found him a few hours 
later, he was dying. He recognized 
Bergeant Ware as tbt man who hnd 
killed liim and said he wanted Ware to 
have his horse. He regretted their 
procrastination lu robbing the bank, 
for if tbsy had only known the ran 
fwv wtrs so near they could have fln- 
libsd the Job and sseapsd.''— Washing- 
ton Post.

Dablla BootbUcka. 1780. 

Among the populace of Dublin in 
1780, says the University Magaslae, the 

shoeblacks were a numerous and for- 
midable body. The polish they used 
was lampblack and egL,'s, for which 
they purchased all that were r</tteu in 
the markets. Their Implements con- 
sisted of a three legged stool, a basket 
containing a blunt knife, called a 
spudd, a painter's brusli and an old 
wig. A geutlenian usually went out In 
the moruing with dirty boots or shoes, 
sure to tind a shoeblack sitting ou his 
stool at the corner of the street. The 
gentleman put bis foot In tbe lap of the 
shoeblack without ceremony, and the 
artist scraped it ^ith his spudd, wiped 
It with his wig and then laid on his 
composition as thick as black paint 
with his painter's brush. 

The stuff dried with a rlcb polish, re- 
quiring no friction and little Inferior 
to the elaborated modem fluids, save 
only the intolerable odors exhaled from 
eggs In a high stiite of i)utrldlty and 
which filled any house which was en- 
tered before tbe composition was quite 
dry and sometimes even tainted tbe air 
of fashionable drawing rooms. Polish- 
ing shoes, we should mention, was at 
this time a refinement almost confined 
to cities, people In the cotintry being 
generally satistied with grease.

Before a battle lu former times tho 
priests solemnly devoted to the gods 
tbe whole of tbe hostile army then In 
sight, and, if possible, no man of it 
was left alive. A writer in Tbe Nine- 
teeuth Centiii-y says that when Her- 
muuu decoyed the great host of Varus 
into the forest depths all the Romans 
that cecaped death ia tbe batOe were 
captured and led into tbe dark recess- 
es, where every niau of them was sac- 
rlflce<l upon hastily erecteil altars. 

Latham, lu his e<lltion of Tacitus, 
quotes six contemporary authorities to 
show that this practice of concluding 
a victory with human sacrfflces was 
customary among our Teutonic ances- 
tors. Some cruclll(Ml their prisoners, 
others hung them up to trees for arch- 
ery practice, but lu general a captive 
was either slain on the spot or else re- 
served to be sacrificed to the gods. 
Even when tbe progress of agriculture 
induced them to keep a majority of 
the prisoners alive to be slaves they 
appeasitl the gods for this liidlguity 
by Increasing the tortures iBfltctad on 
tlie small remainder. 

Gibbon desctjfbes bow, before the 
biasing altar, every hundredth man's 
arms wer6 backed off him and, before 
Ids eyes, thrown Into the flames. All 
that a re<l ludlan would Lave done 
last century was freely practiced l)y 
our ancestors of 12 centuries ago. And 
the highest Ideal of a man then in- 
cluded, as a duty, dark cruelty and 
grewsome revenge agulust all his ene- 
mies.

HOW WE GET OUR TEETH, 



It Is aa latereaHasr aad Somefrbnt 
CinaylleateB 0»*Mtfoa. 

An eminent dentist la authority for 
the following interesting explanation: 

It would take too long to descril)e 
the formation of the teeth, but It may 
interest you to know that the enamel 
is derived In the first ptoce from the 
epithelium, or scarf skin, and is in fact 
niodifled skin, while the dentine, of 
which the bulk of the teeth is com- 
posed, is derived from the mucouS lay- 
er below the epithelium. 
- Lime salts are slowly deposited, and 
the tooth pulp or oerve is the tost re- 
mains of what wns once a pulpy mass 
of the shape of the future tooth, and 
even the tooth pulp In the old people 
sometimes gets (juite obllterateil l«y 
calcerous deposits. The 32 permanent 
teeth are preceded by 20 temporary de 
ciduous or milk teeth. 

These are fully erupted about 2 or 
2'-j yeais (ilil, and at about t; yeais of 
age a woiulerful process of al)soii)ti()n 
sets In by which tbe roots of the tem- 
porary teeth are removed to mai^c 
room for the advancing permanent 
ones. The crowns of the former, bn v- 
Ing no support, become loose and fall 
away. 

One woidd naturally suppose that 
the advancing permanent tooth was a 
powerful factor in the absorption of 
Its temporary predecessor, but we have 
many facts to prove flint It has no In- 
fluence whatever. Indeed, the Interest- 
ing phenomena of the eruption and 
succession of the teeth are very little 
dnderstood. 

I may remark in passing that a child 
of 0, who has not yet lost any tem- 
porary teeth, has In Its Jaws, eltlier 
erupted or nouerupted, no fewer than 
63 teetb more or less formed.

Skatlnar on Water. 

According to I 'ro feasor J. Joly of 
Trinity college, Dublin, a skater really 
glides about on a narrow film of water 

continually forming Under the skate 
aud r-esumlug the solld form when re- 
lieve<l ul' pressure. He shows that tlie 
pressure under the sharp edge of the 
skate, along the short portion of tbe 
Steel curve whlcb is at any moment in 
contact Is great enough to liquefy a 
thin line of Ice. and this gives the 
skate Its "bite." When the Ice Is very 
cold, tlie pressure is sonietimes inade- 
quate to reduce the melting point suf- 
ficiently, aud then, as ail skaters know. 
It to difficult to make tbe skates bite. 
For very cold Ice Professor Joly rec- 
ommends "hollow ground" skates, be- 
cause the effective [)ressure Increases 
with the thinness of the edge.

the luxury (7) of Republican rule. 

The school fund has not been managed 
as well under Republican rule as under 
Democratic rule. During the four years, 
1898, 1804, 1805, 1886, the amount distri- 
buted a):>rrp;,'ated $7,«.S0,,'(;s.l }. During 
the four years 18{)7, 18UH, 18!)l>, 1»()0, the 
amount distributed aggregated $6,869,- 
102.30; showing a difference in favor of 
the Democratic administration of $1,011,- 
403 84, in four years. The per capita is 
fixed in advance. The distribution of 
the fond in 1896 was made by Republi- 
cans, hut the per ciipita for that year was 
fixed in 1896 by the Democrats. 

Under the Democratic administration 
the per capita distributed during the 
four years averaged $2,75. Under the 
preeent Republican administration the 
per capita has averaged only $2 3,5. 

The rate of taxation has been largely 
increased, and yet, according to the 
Auditor's statement for August, 1890, 
shows existing deficit to be $468,879.31. 

Should not the tax-payers of the State 
examine such statements as these and 
ascertain for themselves whether it is 
longer safe to trust the Republican party 
with the management of the financial af- 
fairs of the State?
